Senate Expected To Take

WASHINGTON, April 30—(?)— 

Another day of debate brought a vote 
nearer in the senate today on con- 
firmation of Judge John J. Parker, 
of North Carolina, to the supreme 
court but lenders of both sides still 
were doubtful tonight of the final re 
sult. A vote tomorrow is in pros- 
pect. 

Two democrats joined the opposi- 
tion in the day’s round of oratory— 
Senator Wagner, of New: York, and 
McKellar, of Tennessee, assailing 
Parker’s qualifications. - Two repub- 
licans—Senators Hastings, of Dela- 
ware, and Hebert, of Rhode Island— 
carried on the fight for the nominee. 

Again from the republican’ side 
came the charge that the campaign’ 
against Parker was actually a drive 
by the “‘socialists” and liberals against 
the independence of the supreme 
court. 

The democratic foes answered with » 
denunciations of Parker’s record, par- 
ticularly his decision upholding the 
injunction restraining the United 
Mine Workers from soliciting mem- 
bership among miners who had signed 
contracts not to join the union.

The Texan asserted Mitchell “has 
delivered our country, lock, stock and 
barrel into the hands of the monopolies 
and trusts.” 

“Ble is failing and refusing to en- 
force the anti-trust laws,” Patman 
added. “He is using his office as an 
agency of convenience for the large 
oil companies and other big business 
concerns of America. 

“Harry Daugherty, former attorney- 
general of the United States success- 
fully used prohibition as a smoke 
screen to hide his many failures of 
duty. Mitchell is now attempting to 
use law enforcement as a smoke 
screen to prevent the people from no- 
ticing his failure to enforce the anti- 
trust laws. Prohibition should be en- 
forced and not used as a smoke screen 
for a public officer to hide his failure 
of duty. 

“The oil companies of the United 
States were organized into a trust by 


the federal trade commission last fall 
at St. Louis. This trust agreement 
has evidently been acquiesced in if not 


affirmatively approved by the attor- 
ney-general. 


“Tomorrow the oil companies are 
starting an increase in price of gaso- 
line of one cent per gallon. It will 
soom be effective all over the United 
States and by all oil companies. This 
agreement to raise the price of gaso- 
line one cent per gallon is the out- 
growth of the trust organized by the 
federal trade commission and will be 
followed by other increases.

T0 90,000 TAXPAYERS 


Discounts Are Allowed for 
Year’s Payment Before 
May 15. 


On the heels of the beginning of 
collection of 1930 taxes at the city 
hall today, tax assessors Wednesday 
mailed out bills to more than 50,000 
taxpayers and at the same time of- 
fered discounts for prompt payment.

THE CENSUS OF THE SOUTH. 


The first reports of -the census 
enumeration throughout the south 
indicate the larger growth of towns 
and cities during the past decade 
and short increases and decreases of 
the rural populations. What the 
new proportion between urban and 
rural populations in the southern 
states as a section cannot yet be 
known. It will hereafter appear 
from the complete returns. 

The growth of the towns and 
cities is not a phenomenon. It is 
the normal evolution that comes in 
a wide change of industrial condi- 
tions. The rapid grqwth in the 
southeastern and southwestern 
states of enterprises that require 
urban locations and conditions of 
living and transport fully account 
for the trek of workers from the 
farming areas to the industrial cen- 
ters, whether small or large. 

The same conditions produced 
like results in the eastern states a 
century ago. New England became 
the field of large factoring indus- 
trialism. The eastern farmer could 
not meet the competition of western 
farmers on free lands, so they trek- 
ked west after free lands also and 
easier living conditions. Those who 
could not trek west went off the 
farms to the mill ‘and factory towns 
for easier work and surer earnings. 
In the staté house at Boston was a 
“bureau of abandoned farms” to be 
sold to whoever would pay any 
price for them. 

Much the same phenomenon, if 
you will, is being seen in the indus- 
trial areas of the south. But it is 
not something to deplore and utter 
laments over. It means growth and 
improvement for both thosé who 
remain on the farms and those who 
have gone into the factories, mills 
and other non-agricultural indus- 
tries. The factory populations are 
taken from food production and in- 
crease the consumers of the diversi- 
fied products of well managed 
farms. The farmers who know how 
to farm and raise other than one- 
crop produce obtain near and quick 
markets for their foodstuffs. The 
industrial labor is recruited from 
native stock and keeps out a large 
influx of foreign labor with ideas 
alien to the environment, and that 
is good for the locality and the 
State. 

In the long showing the census 
of the south promises to prove that 
the industrialization now going tor- 
ward rapidly will work out a greater 
and more prosperous South than any 
of us have hitherto dreamed pos- 
sible. The inexorable economics of 
the situation will enforce a dual and 
co-operating industrial and agricul- 
tural modus vivendi. 
Sult in a greater and happier indus- 
trial population and a more intelli- 
gent, thrifty and prosperous farm- 
ing population, with the great and 
SuStaining cotton industry consti- 
tuting the soiid foundation for all.

Surely the mass of the prohibi- 
tionists of Atlanta and Georgia are 
not cowardly in the face of the con- 
troversy over whether the prohibi- 
tion laws should be enforced, or 
Should be modified or repealed. 
They do not seé any ‘vital weak- 
ness” in the policy however much 
weakness they see in its enforce- 
ment. 

Wanting the policy sustained and 
the law enforced, the proper ac- 
tion is to vote their feelings on the 
Subject in any available opportu- 
nity and not allow the modification- 
ists and repealers to reap the psy- 
chological effects of the polls. The 
leaders who tell them not to vote 
are misleading them and misrepre- 
senting the prohibition sentiments 
of the community. Every brave man 
and woman should vote when the 
issue arises anywhere and anyhow.

There are in the constitution of the 
state the makings for a considerable

Amended All Out of Form. 

Since 1904 there have been five 
amendments‘to that one paragraph of 
the constitution, all ratified by the 
people, and now it reads in the follow- 
ing crassly jumbled form: 

‘Paragraph 1, The house of representa- 
tivys shall consist of representatives appor- 
tioned among the several counties of the 
state as such counties are marked and de- 
fined and as the same may be hereafter 
created, as follows: ‘To the eight counties 
having the largest population, three repre- 
sentatives each; to the 30 counties having 
the next largest population, two representa- 
tives each; and the remaining counties, one 
representative each, including the new coun- 
ties of Lanier, Seminole, Brantley, Long 
and Lamar," ete., going ou te elaborate 
the details of the elections of representa, 
tives in the counties of Lanier, Seminole 
and Brantley in the event of the ratifica- 
tion of this amendment and of the amend- 
ments formally creating those counties. —

The New Plan in Effect. 

Under that and according to the 
census figures the eight counties of 
Bibb, Chatham, DeKalb, Floyd, Ful- 
ton, Laurens, Muscogee and Richmond 
have had three representatives each.

The total membership of the nouse 
now is therefore 207 representatives.

What Will We Do About It? 


There is a plain imperative pro- 
vision of the constitution which says

That means that the general assem- 
bly next year must assign three rep- 
resentutives to six counties only and 
thereby ~take away at least one rep- 
resentative from two of the counties 
that now have three. Which coun- 
ties those shall be will be determined 
by the “final censug figures for all 
the counties of the st¥te. 

It also means that four of the 
5U counties which now have two rep- 
resentatives will have to give up one 
of them.» Those four will also be de- 
termined by the census figures. 
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How the Result Figures Out. 

The net resuit figures out that six 
counties will send 18 representatives, 
26 counties will send two representa- 
tives each, and 129 counties will send 
one each, : 

That will reduce the total member- 
ship of the house after 1932 from 
207 members to 199—a net loss of 
eight. 

But that will not be any color of 
a calamity for the people of the 
State to grieve over. ‘The general 
sorrow will be that no method is 
available for throwing that extra 99 
out of the chamber and keeping only 
100 to mess up the general job of 
state legislation. , 

Still, the public at large may be 
able to get some amusement out of 
the situation when the general assem- 
bly puzzles over the” constitttional 
entanglement.

When the Most Fun Will Come. 

The most fighting and fun will oc- 
cur when the legislature faces the 
problem of reforming the 12 congres- 
sional districts. 

We donot get another congress- 
man out of this 1930 census, but it 
will show some wide variations of 
the populations in the present 12 
districts. Fhe congressional appor- 
tionment act requires that the 435 
districts throughout the Union shall 
be so arranged as for each to have 
“as nearly as practicable” an equal 
population with every other. There- 
fore it will be the duty of the gen- 
eral assembly next year to make the 
12 Georgia districts over to equalize 
their populations “as nearly as prac- 
ticable.”

The correspondent goes on to ask 
whether it is not a fact that people 
of moderate or low incomes live large- 
ly an breadstuffs and cereals because 
they are cheap and have no money tor 
fruit and fresh vegetables? And would 
not such people, particularly their 
children, thrive better on whole wheat 
bread and whole grain cereals? 


That is probably the case in too 
many homes. Only most householders 
cherish a conviction that they must 
have meat as well as bread. That im- 
proves the diet, but adds little in the 
way of the necessary protective or 
corrective food. Meat contains little 
or no vitamins and very little mineral 
matter. j 

The essential protective, corrective 
foods are fresh greens and fresh vege- 
tables, fresh fruits, fresh eggs, fresh 
milk, cream, cheese and butter. These 
furnish the vitamins and the mineral 
clements that the body requires for 
health. Considered from the viewpoint 
of health, it is a mistake to think of 
these essential items as expensive. 
After all, no householder buys bare 
sustenance; no matter how low the 
income, every one who buys food at 
all buys something good to eat. The 
salad vegetables are far inferior to 
cereals or cereal products in caloric 
or fuel value, yet the shrewd house- 
holder buys health for the family 
when she spends a_ nickle less for 
bread or corn and a nickel more for 
green onions or cabbage or lettuce.

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Birmingham Mill Head 
Heard by Business 
Leaders of East in Bos- 
ton. 


BOSTON, April 30.—A southern 
cotton manufacturer and a New York- 
er with interests in cotton mills both 
north and south joined today in de- 
nouncing night work for women and 
children in southern mills in address- 
es before the National Association of 
Cotton Manufacturers. 

Donald Comer, president of the 
Avondale mills of Birmingham, Ala., 
pleaded not only for the elimination 
of night work for women and chil- 
dren, but also for old age, accident 
and death benefits. 

“We should join our friends,” Co- 
mer said, “in the best plans looking 
toward the eliminstion of night work 
for women, for the care of, or pen- 
sions for aged employes, care of wid- 
owed mothers, better compensation 
laws, sick, accident and death bene- 


fits, and safeguards against unem- 
ployment, also child welfare and 


health programs.” 


Eben E. Whitman, of the William 
Whitman Company, New York, told 
the manufacturers that night work 
for women and children was forbid- 
den. in. every important producing 
country in the world, except that 
“there are no laws in the southern 
states” prohibiting such work. 

While recalline that “there has 
been a tremendous revulsion of feel- 


ing throughout the south against 
working women and children at 


night.” Whitman said that the Cot- 
ton Textile Institute had been unable 
to dig to the root causes of this con- 
dition “because of the influence 
brought te bear against such activities 
by an influential minority group, that 
is committed to the policy of night 
running by ~y means and at any 
cost.” 

Whitman recommended that the in- 
stitute undertake a determined sur- 
vey during the course of which agree- 
ments pledging the signers not to em- | 
ploy women and children at night 
could be presented to the mills.

Our textile problem is tied, wtih a 
life belt to that of the farmer’s prob- 
em. President William Green, of 
A. F. of L., recently spoke in Mont- 
gomery, Ala. He spoke of the pres- 
ent deplorable condition of the farmer, 
especially in the south, and cited sta- 
tistics to show that the annual income 
of the average farmer is approximate- 
ly $250 and said: “When the farmer 
can get the right price for his cotton 
or his grain he can buy the things 
that the A. F. of L. is interested in.”

PRESBYTERIAN CLERGY 
SAID 100 NUMEROUS 


Church Investigation Re- 
veals Ministry Is Being 
Overcrowded. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 30.—(4) 
The general council of the Presbvte- 
rian church in the U. S..A. in a re- 
port to be made to the general assem- 
bly of the church at Cincinnati next 
month, states there is serious unrest 
in the ministry of the denominations 
resulting in a steady shortening of the 
pastorates. 

The report was made today. Among 
the causes for the unrest in cities: 

“The economic factor, the desire for 
financial betterment. Ministers nec- 
essarily share the conditions of the 


“A lowering of the stahdards by 
which many men with insufficient 
preparation and largely ignorant of 
Presbyterian traditions, have been ad- 


mitted to the pulpits, adding an ele- 


meut of instability to the pulp 

The council finds from a survey 
173 presbyteries with 6,197 ministers 
that 4,261 are college graduates as 
required by Presbyterian iD 
while 1,916 are not. Nearly “one- 
fourth, or 1,513, have had no tech- 
nological education. : 

The council, the report says, con- 
sulted with stated clerks of presbyte- 
ries who suggest recommending to 
presbyteries that extreme care and 
caution be exercised in admitting to 
the Presbyterian church ministers 
from other denominations. 

“We would not,” the suggestion con- 
tinues, “be understood as in any way 
being opposed to the present trend for 
church union, but we are one in the 
opinion that the high standards of 
the Presbyterian church must be held 
increasingly high and that any tend- 
ency to lower them must be zealously 
guarded against.” 

The council reports that many or 
ganizations have an idea that there 
are plenty of men available as pas- 
tors and that if their present pastor 
does not exactly suit it is easy to get 
another. 

The council suggests a study of pre- 
ventive as well as corrective reme- 
dies, and urges that because of the 
relaxed practices of some presbyteries 
there be a careful study of the Pres- 
byterian form of government estab- 
lishing qualifications for candidates 
for the ministry.

clerk. This was the first separate ex- 
istence of the Presbyterian church in 
Georgia, as before its organization it 
had been a part of the South Caro- 
lina presbytery. 

Coming from the little town of 
Ninety-Six, S. C., where he had been 
president of Cambridge college, Rev. 
John Springer moved to Wilkes coun- 
ty in 1788; soon established a school 
at Walnut Hill numbering among his 
pupils many who were later to be- 
come leaders in the affairs of church 
and state, notable among these were 
John Forsyth, of Augusta, who be- 
came governor of Georgia, a United 
States senator and minister to Spain. 
Another was Jesse Mercer, founder of 
Mercer University. 

The committee’ plans to make the 
unveiling of these markers a notable 
event for Georgia Presbyterians. July 
21, 1931, the 14lst anniversary 
of the ordination of Rev. John 
Springer, has been suggested as the 
most fitting and appropriate date for 
the ceremonies. ;

The right hand is, of course 
the stronger hand, with right- 
handed players (the reverse obvi-

I disagree with that golfing the- 
ory for the reason that my ex- 
perience teaches that the effort 
to “rightly apply” a socking right 
hand hit is just the fault that 
thousands of players have. It’s 
a goéfing disease if anything is. 
The whole school of golfing theor- 
ists have for years advanced 
these ‘hitting’ theories in their 
efforts to lead others where they 
have never been themselves, so 
that the player must be on ‘the 
alert for such golfing flapdoodle 
lest it take him into camp, too. 
If you are a “hitter,” reverse 
your ideas and get into mind the 
theory of stroking. A “stroker” 
never hits—he swings, and that’s 
all he does. The “hitter” seldom 
thinks of anything except the 
part of the forward swing down 
to the ball. He puts everything 
he has into a jerk that yanks the 
club down to the ball. The stroker 
has an entirely different concep- 
tion—a picture of a smooth, 
flowing action clear through and 
around, in which the effort is for 
smoothness of action. And the 
smoother it is; the harder the ball 
is hit by the clubhead—not by 
him. 

There are endless grips, many 
of them wrong, and many stances 
are so used that they spoil shots 
which otherwise might be good. 
You can find your right grip and 
know the right stance for the 
right place in Mr. Horton’s spe- 
cial coaching, now available, and 
free.

MICHIGAN FIGHTS 
FOR WAVELENGTH. 

LANSING, Mich. April 30.— 
(Special.) Governor Fred W. Green, 
of Michigan, in a sharp statement 
takes issue with the’ federal radio 
commission for prohibiting the state 
from erecting a btoadcasting trans- 
mitter for transmitting police reports. 


Governor Green challenged the com- 
mission’s authority to prevent build- 
ing the station here and wants the 
controversy settled before congress 
adjourns, and for that reason Is pro- 
ceeding with the plan of erecting. the 
station. He alsto took issue with Com- 
missioner Harold A. La Founts 4s- 
sertion that the preposed_ service 
would be interstate commerce. 

“Commissioner LaFount says. the 
radio commission is regulating inter- 
state commerce. We have no quarrel 


with that: Michigan’s police broad- 
eastin® stations will not be engaged 
in interstate commerce. It will he 
engaged in the interstate broadeast- 
ing of information intended to facili- 
tate the capture of criminals. 

The governor argues\that a_ police 
radio station should come under the 
same classification that army and 
navy station, that is, national de- 
fense. He points out there are 2,000 
channels available on the radio spec- 
trum, and that there should be avail- 
able 48 channels for use by each 
state for the dissemination of police 
alarms. Commissioner LaFount, he 
said; declares that there are not 
enough wave bands for such services, 
and that the governor's request 18 
unreasonable. 


Atlanta Area Leads Country 
In Training Camp Applicants 


BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Latest reports received by the 
war department from the commanding 
generals of the nine army corps areas 
revealed today that the fourth carps 
area, with headquarters at Atlanta, 
leads the country in the number of ap- 
plications for attendance at citizens’ 
military training camps. 

According to an official statement 
from the department today, Atlanta 
headquarters has received already a 
total of 7,660 applications, or 5,260 
above the quota allotted to it for 
training. 

The total number to be trained is 
87,500. The total number of applica- 
tions received is 39,908. However, 
this does not mean that applicants 
who submit their applications between 
now and the opening of the camps 
will not have an opportunity to at- 
tend, as it has been found from past 


experience that for various reasons 
many early applicants are unable to 
go to the camps. The war depart- 
ment has allotted a total objective for 
enrollment of 52,757, to provide alter- 
nates, 

The second corps area, with head- 
quarters at Goyernors Island, New 
York, is second with 7,411 applications 
received, which is 2,111 above its 
quota for training. Other corps areas 
which have exceeded in the number of 
applications received the quota al- 
loted to them for training, are the 
first, with headquarters at Boston, 
Mass.: the third, with headquarters 
at Baltimore, Md., and the fifth, with 
headquarters at Fort Hayes, Colum- 
bus, Ohio. 

The number of applications received, 
39,907, on April 20, 1930, exceeds by 
1,918 the number of applications re- 
ceived on the same day of 1929, which 
was 37,918.
